A recently received oontular report 


gives on interesting account of the 
French method of preparing sardines for 
the market. The treihoit fish are cho- 
icn, their backs are cut off, and they are 
well waihed and aprinklod with fine 
salt. After a few hours they are 
arranged in rows, almost perpendicularly 
on frames, which arc immersed in pan* 
of boiling oil, whick is changed from 
time to time, wfien too black to continue 
the cooking prooeas. When the n«h 
are gofficiently cooked they arc removed 
and the oil drained off on tables covered 
with lino, eloping toward a central 
groove to carry off the oil. Tho fish arc 
packed in their well known boxes by 
women who sit around the draining ta- 
bles. When packed the boxes arc filled 
vo with freth olive oil and Roldarcd 
down by men. The bozo* are then 
placed ia «n iron basket and immersed 
in a covered boiler, where they are boiled 
in water, the smaller boxes for half an 
hour and the larger ones for a longer 
time according to their sue. 
They are 


then dried, labeled and packed in wood- 
en case* for shipment.

A recently rcceiyed consular report 


gite* nn interesting account of tbe 
French method of preparing sardines for 
the market. The treshost fish are cho- 
acn, their backs are cut off, and they are 
well waihod and aprinklod with fine 
salt. After a few hours they are 
arranged in rows, almost perpendicularly 
on frames, which aro immersed in pans 
of boiling oil, whick is changed from 
time to time, wfien too black to continue 
the cooking process. When the fish 
are gufficiently cooked they arc removed 
and the oil drained off on tables covered 
with lino, eloping toward a central 
groow to carry off the oil. Tho fish arc 
packed in their well known boxes by 
women who sit around the draining ta- 
bles. When packed the boxea arc filled 
•op with fresh olive oil and Roldarcd 
down, by men. The boxoa are then 
placed ia an iron basket and immersed 
in a covered boiler, where they are boiled 
in water, the smaller boxes for half an 
hour and the larger ones for a longer 
time according to then siie. 
They are 


then dried, labeled and packed in wood- 
en oases for shipment.

27.—Our quiet village was last evening, 
ivt half past 5 o'clock, the »conc of a 
most shocking murder and suicide. A 
man named Samuel Kearney had been 
tor some time waiting upon Mr». Eliza- 
beth Shehan, daughter of James Cul- 
lenbine, of this place. She had not 
lived with her husband for several 
years, bat resided with her parents, and 
maintained her two little boys by her 
own exertions. 
Kearney visited the 


place Saturday night and asked to be 
allowed to remain all night, but was re- 
fused. 
He returned again vasterday, 


and remained to dinner with the family. 
At the above-mentioned hour he started 
up stairs to where Mrs. Shehan was sit- 
ting, and almost immediately tbe report 
of a pistol was heard and cries of mur- 
der. 
Mr. Cullenbine, her father, start- 


ed for the stairway, and beheld his 
daughter descending, covered with blood, 
and Kearney trying to detain her by 
holding to her hair. She disengaged 
herself, however, and ran out upon the 
porch and fell, Kearney following her 
closely. Mr. .Cullenbine attempted to 
interfere, and was shot by Kearney, the 
ball taking effect in his hip. 
Tho mur- 


derous villain then approached the 
prostrate form of Mrs. Shehan, and, with 
a butcher knife, cut her throat from car 
to oar, literally severing her head from 
her body. Mrs. Cullonbine, the lady's 
mother, in attempting to draw him off, 
received n slight cut in the back of tho 
neok from the knife. Mr. Chamberlain, 
a barber, living near, appeared on the 
scene, and Kearney also shot lit him 
without effect. 


Kearney then paswd wound the 


house and drew a nwor from hw pocket 
and cut a deep gash in his own throat, 
severing the carotid artery. 
He >sat 


down upon the porch, took off his ooat 
and vest, and again applied the raior 
W his throat 
Ho fell upon the porch 


and instantly expired. 


Kearney was a man about 40 years of 


age and had a had character. He left 
a note in his memorandum-book, stating 
that he had held criminal intercourse 
with Mrs. Shehan for five years past, 
and as she refused to longer aooede lo 
his wishes, he should kill her and him- 
self. 
He had no friends here. His 


mother, Mrs. McCoy, and a sister, ar* 
living in California. It is also reported 
that ne has a wife and two ohildre* in 
that State. 
Mr. Cnllenbino's family 


are old and respected residents. 


A Coroner's inquest was held over 


the two bodies last night, aud a verdict 
rendered in accordance with the nbovc 
facts.
